THE GREAT UNKNOWNS.

1834 he began the practice of law, and 
was almost.immediately elected to the 
legislature of Indiana, becoming pres- 
ident of the senate and acting heuten- 
ant governor. He was a-Harrison elec 
tor, and‘from 1841 to 1847 was in cun- 
gress. In 1864 he was.a Lincoln elec. 
tor. In 1849 he declined a’ re-election 
to congress, and he also declined _posi-

tioned by men of all 
was graduated “at 
the ¢lass of 1838, ahd is considered 
one of the mot accomplished orators 
of his state. In 1862 he was the Peo- 
ple’s candidate for governor, against 
the republican nominee, and received 
the support of the de nocrats. During 
the war he was a gallant general in the 
army of the Potomac, and shortly after 
the war he commanded the district of 
Charleston. The papers of the latter 
city speak wellof him. At the Bunker 
Hill centennial in 1875 he delivered an 
oration that was praised in all sections 
of the country. Of late he has been 
one of the justices of the supreme court 
of Massachusetts, and therefore not 
actively interested in politics. He has 
always been regarded as a conservative, 
is a specia! friend of Senator Hoar, and 
a special enemy of Butler and Butler- 
ism 1m all its forms. 

We are inclined to think well of 
Devens and even of Thompson. 
Neither of them are extremists. It 
looks as if John Sherman and McCrary 
are the only ones of the seven whom 
the ultras can appeal to with any assur- 
ance of success. And even John is un- 
certain.

The sudden changes 
which followed, the ther. nometer fall- 
ing a8 much as ’30 degrees, produced a 
worse effect, until the successive varia- 
tions have caused the resuit already 
stated. 

The «'isease was not seriously noticed 
until yesterday, when several of the 
drivers reported that their horses were 
affec‘ed with “clogging” and stumbling, 
and with much ap-arent difficaliy 
drew the cars after them. Such as were 
in this way affected were taken from 
the cars and stalled in the stables. 

THE VETERINARY &8URGEON 
employed by the road was sent for, ae 
making a careful examination 

the ansmals, said that they were affew 
ted with cerebro-spinal meningitis, The 
horses, alter being placed in the stables, 
were seized with chills and spasms, 
which shook and racked their frames 
s0 that ina few hours their legs were 
unable to sustain the weight of their 
bodies, and they fell helpless on the 
floors of thestalis. This isthe manner 
in which the disease affects them, and 
either cured or die from extre.ne ex- 
haustion ani weakness. From six 
o'clock yesterday moroing until 12 
o'clock last, night, ten horses belongmg 
to the Green aid Gates ayenue line 
were attached, and fourteen on the 
Fulton avenue line. Up to 2 o’clock
